Munsan. Korea, Feb. 22 UP)— 
Allied and Communist truce nego­ 
tiators offered each other com­ 
promise package deals on troop 
rotation and ports of entry to­ 
day. 
Each side said "no!” 
But their differences were nar­ 
rowed to only one port of entry 
and 5,000 men in the monthly ro­ 
tation ceiling. Originally the dif­ 
ference was nine ports of entry 
and 70,000 men. 
Once again the UN rejected the 
Reds’ nomination of Soviet Rus­ 
sia as a member of the neutral 
inspection commission.

Miraculous Cures Are Still 
in Early Stages, Say 
Doctors, but Signs 
Are Promising 


New York, Feb. 22 fZP)- The most 
spectacularly p r o m i s i n g anti­ 
tuberculosis drag yet discovered 
is expected to be on the market 
by May or June at 25 to 50 cents 
per daily pill. 
Tests so far, as one doctor put 
it, have indicated the drag vir­ 
tually stops TB in its tracks. But 
doctors emphasized the tests still 
were in their early stages. 
At press conferences yesterday, 
experts told how 190 patients, 
hopelessly ill with TB, had made 
amazing improvements within a 
few weeks under the new treat­ 
ment. 
Fevers Fall lo Normal 
Fevers of IOO to 105 fell to 
normal. Within a week, the pa­ 
tients—all of whom were emaci­ 
ated and had been refusing food - 
developed ravenous appetites, eat­ 
ing up to ll eggs for breakfast. 
Men and women gained an av­ 
erage of 20 pounds in nine weeks. 
Some gained up to 95 pounds in 
that period, then level*! off et 
normal weight. Coughs got better. 
In some, TB germs disappeared 
from the sputum. 
None of the patients had re­ 
sponded to present general meth­ 
ods of treatment, or drags such 
Ss streptomycin. 
Mora Teata Needed 
But researchers for two phar­ 
maceutical companies — both of 
which developed the new drag at 
about 
the 
same 
time- empha­ 
sized that more time and tests 
are needed to determine if the 
drag's effectiveness c o nt i n u e s, 
whether the TB germ developes re­ 
sistance to the drug, whether 
it produces any complicating ef­ 
fects, and other factors. 
So far, they said, the signs are 
the most promising yet of a wea­ 
pon that might finally conquer 
the dread scourge of TB, the 
worst infectious killer of man­ 
kind. 
Related to Vitamin B 
The drag, a chemical to a B 
vitamin with coal tars supplying 
the raw materials, is called rim- 
ifon by one of its developers, 
Hoffmann La Roche, Inc., of Nut­ 
ley, N. J, and called nydrazid by 
the other, E. R. Squibb and Sons, 
of New Brunswick, N. J. 
The chemical name is isonicoti- 
nic acid compound. 
It was estimated that costs of 
treating the disease, If the drug 
lives up to its early promise, 
might be reduced to less than $100 
per patient. The average cost now 
is $3,500 per patient.'

Hardie Quits Post 
London, Feb. 22 iff*)—Steven 
Hardie, millionaire boss of Bri­ 
tain’s Nationalized Iron and Steel 
Corporation, resigned today in a 
dispute with the Conservative gov­ 
ernment over proposed increases 
in the price of steel. The 65-year- 
old steel chief, reputedly a keen 
Socialist, was given his $21,000 a 
year job when Clement Attlee’s 
Laborites nationalized steel a year 
ago. The corporation runs Bri­ 
tain's vast steel industry.

Steel Walkout Is 
March Possibility 


Postponement Also Brings 
Warning on Contract

Pittsburgh, Feb. 22 UP)—The 
nation will escape a steel strike 
Saturday but a walkout may come 1 
March 23 unless a bitter contract 
controversy is settled. 
Top strategy makers of the mil­ 
lion member CIO Uhited Steel­ 
workers did as expected yester­ 
day in postponing, their strike. 
They issued this warning: 
“We hope that a strike may be 
averted but the patience of our 
members is running out.” 
The union decided to cancel its 
week-end strike threat in order to 
give the Wage Stabilization Board 
ifiorc time to recommend a settle­ 
ment. 
The union headed by Philip 
Murray, also president of the CIO, 
has been working without a con­ 
tract since Jan. I.

South Korean Marines Stop 
Red Amphibious Invasion 


Seoul, Korea, Feb. 22 (ZP) — 
South Korean marines beat off a 
Communist amphibious invasion 
of an Allied-held island off the 
northeast coast of Korea in a 
33 hour battle, the Allies an­ 
nounced today. 
The Korean army said its ma­ 
rines sank 13 of the 20 invasion 
boats. 
Seventy invaders were reported 
killed and six captured. Prisoners 
included the commander of the 
amphibious attack. 
Nine South Korean marines 
were killed and six wounded, the 
navy said. 
The assault was made by a 


Red battalion—about 800 or 1,000 
men. It was not indicated wheth­ 
er they were Chinese or North 
Koreans. 
The battle began about I a. rn. 
Wednesday and lasted until IO 
a. rn. Thursday when the last of 


I the attackers fled back to the 
; Red mainland in their remaining 
boats. 
The assault was directed against 
Yang Island, about 16 air miles 
from the Communist east coast 
port of Songjim. 
Yang is believed to be the 
northernmost island held by the 
Allies. It lies midway between 
the 40th and 41st parallel and

U. S. authorities said the rioters 
attacked with a vicious array of 
homemade weapons—steel pickets, 
black jacks, iron pipe, metal tent 
pole spikes, barbed wire flairs, 
wooden clubs, rocks and knives. 
One Flash Seen 
A U. S. Eighth Army spokes­ 
man in Seoul said at least one 
flash of what appeared to be gun­ 
fire from the mob was reported, 
but no guns were found among 
the Reds. 
About 1,500 of the 5,000 Ko­ 
rean civilians in Compound No. 
62 on Koje stormed in a scream­ 
ing mob against the U. S. guards. 
Authorities said no Communist 
prisoners of war took part in the 
outbreak. 
A 
high ranking officer said 
Compound 62 was filled with “the 
worst kind of Communists.” 
North Korean Flag Raised 
They had raised a North Ko­ 
rean flag over the compound. A 
South Korean flag flew over the 
neighboring compound* 
Most of the prisoners, the offi­ 
cer said, were South Korean civi­ 
lians who had been impressed into 
service by the Reds during their 
penetrations south of Parallel 38. 
The Eighth Army said the riot 
was Communist planned and led. 
“Careful organization and plan­ 
ning were evident in the collection 
of weapons manufactured for this. 
assault,” the army said. 
A South Korean staff officer 
who accompanied Defense Mini­ 
ster Lee Ki Poong to Koje after 
the outbreak gave this account: 
Thc riot began with a bitter 
quarrel between Communist sym­ 
pathizers in one compound and 
South Korean loyalists in another 
compound IOO yards away. The 
compounds were seperated by two 
barbd-wire fences. 
Reds Begin Shouting 
The Red sympathizers began 
shouting when South Korean per­ 
sonnel went into the second com­ 
pound at 6 a. rn. to screen inter­ 
nees for possible release. 
The Red sympathizers attacked 
when American guards tried to 
quiet them. The U. S. soldiers 
fired in self-defense.

New’ York, Feb. 22 (.P)—The most 
spectacularly p r o m is i n g anti­ 
tuberculosis drug yet discovered 
is expected to be on the market 
by May or June at 25 to 50 cents 
per daily pill. 
Tests so far, as one doctor put 
it, have indicated the drug vir­ 
tually stops TB in its tracks. But 
doctors emphasized the tests still 
were In their early stages. 
At press conferences yesterday, 
experts told how 190 patients, 
hopelessly ill with TB, had made 
amazing improvements within a 
¡ few’ weeks under the new treat­ 
ment. 
Fevers Fall to Normal 
Fevers of 100 to 105 fell to 
normal. Within a week, the pa­ 
tients—all of whom were emaci­ 
ated and had been refusing fo o d - 
developed ravenous appetites, eat- ¡ 
ing up to 11 eggs for breakfast. 
I 
Men and women gained an av- i 
erage of 20 pounds in nine weeks. \ 
Some gained up to 95 pounds in 
that period, then leveled off at 
normal weight. Coughs got better. 
In some, TB germ* disappeared 
j from the sputum. 
None of the patients had re­ 
sponded to present general m eth­ 
ods of treatm ent, or drugs such 
as streptomycin. 
More Teats Needed 
But researchers for two phar­ 
maceutical companies — both of 
which developed the new drug at 
about 
the 
same 
time- em pha-1 
sized that more time and tests 
are needed to determine if the 
drug's effectiveness c o n t i n u e s , 
whether the TB germ developes re­ 
sistance 
to 
the drug, whether 
it produces any complicating ef­ 
fects, and other factors. 
So far, they said, the signs are 
the most promising yet of a wea­ 
pon that might finally conquer 
the dread scourge of TB, the 
worst infectious killer of man- 
! kind. 
Related to Vitamin B 
The drug, a chemical to a B 
vitamin with coal tars supplying 
the raw materials, is called rim- 
ifon by one of its developers, 
Hoffmann La Roche, Inc.. of Nut- 
ley, N. J, and called nydrazid by 
the other. E. R. Squibb and Sons, 
of New Brunswick. N. J. 
The chemical name is isonicoti- 
nic acid compound. 
It was estimated that costs of 
treating the disease, If the drug 
lives up to its early promise, 
might be reduced to less than $100 
per patient. The average cost now 
is $3,500 per patient. •

Army spokesmen said there was

Scores of police were 
injured in Japan fighting mobs 
armed with clubs, rocks and tear 
gas. 
Japanese rioters fought under 
the slogan “anti-colonization of 
Japan.”

Koje, 25 miles long and 15 miles 
wide, is southwest of Pusan. An 
estimated 116,000 Korean and Chi­ 
nese prisoners of war and 54,000 
Korean civilians are held there in 
compounds.

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WASHINGTON SET HIGH MARK 
In George Washington one feels pre­ 
eminently a sense of dedication—to his 
country and to freedom. He was, in short, 
a statesman. Perhaps it was easier to be a 
statesman in his time than now. For all the 
problems that beset an infant nation, neither 
Washington nor any of the other founding 
fathers knew the sort of complexities and 
varied pressures which ply upon the public 
’ of today. 
Possibly Washington and his towering 
associates in government would have been 
as troubled and confused by the events of 
this age as are our present leaders. Maybe 
unsuspected 
frailties 
would 
have 
been 
exposed, and their stature in history less­ 
ened. But the verdict of the ablest and most 
understanding historians is otherwise. With 
virtually no exception, they feel that Wash­ 
ington and Jefferson, Hamilton, Madison and 
John Adams were men whose greatness 
would have been apparent at any stage. 
They are awed at the fortunate circumstance 
which placed them together on the Ameri­ 
can scene at so critical a moment in the 
nation's life. 
They—and we—can only feel regret that 
men of such measure are not more numer­ 
ous among today's public figures. Rare is 
the dedication which led a man like the late 
Senator Vandenberg, a few’ months before 
his death, to write a friend in Washington: 
4‘How I would love to get back there to make 
one more fight for the next generation 
instead of the next election.” 
Nowadays the feeling seems to be that 
there is no escape from what are termed the 
political realties, which usually comprise 
all those things that can damage the can­ 
didacy of any politician facing the polls. 
A man who has espoused a particular 
cause on principle for several years may 
suddenly do an about-face when he learns 
this attitude imperils his re-election. He 
convinces himself he is more important to 
his country in Congress than out, no matter 
what has happened to his principles. 
There is a too easy yielding to the nation 
that the practical political approach deter­ 
mines all, that whole-hearted service to 
ideals of public conduct spells political death. 
When that kind of thinking is widespread 
you get government of a caliber that reflects 
submission to expediency. That is the type of 
government we have today. On any chart 
depicting range of quality in this field, what 
we have in this time would be at the oppo­ 
site end of the scale from the government 
Washington and his brilliant colleagues 
provided. 
Washington set a high standard at the 
start. No one conceives that we should 
match that continuously. But it w’ould be 
heartening if there were more evidence now 
of a determination to try. 


GREATEST AMERICAN 
George Washington is the only American 
who, when not a president, has been unani­ 
mously accepted as the first man in the coun­ 
try. His unopposed choice as president of 
the Constitutional Convention and his two 
unanimous elections as president set him on 
a pinnacle which no one else has reached. 
Lincoln would have done so, had he lived 
after his presidency. Jefferson and Jackson, 
accepted by most as the greatest men of 
their age, still had opponents who regis­ 
tered their dissent. In the North, John 
Quincy Adams was undisputedly regarded as 
our greatest man in the years -between his 
own death and that of Jackson. The South, 
disapproving of Adams' fight for the .free 
reception by Congress of petitions against 
slavery, might have held a different view. 
Since that time a century ago no Ameri­ 
can has been unanimously acclaimed the 
greatest of them all. There were other great 
ones, but certainly in our day Washington's 
record has not been touched. 


In India the Ambassador to Communist 
China has said that the Chinese Reds are 
not controlled by Russia. Maybe Charlie 
McCarthy could get along very well without 
Edgar Bergen.

WASHINGTON'S FORESIGHT 
The Roman Republic lasted lets than 500 years. 
It was not too long a period but an amazingly 
productive one. 
It was during the Republic that 
the little town of seven hills on the Tiber grew 
into an empire that dominated the then known 
world. 
Caesar had involved Rome in the affairs of 
nations lo th i t Rome became not the capital 
the Roman State but of a world empire. The bur­ 
dens of empire became so great that to meet them, 
the Romans lost many of the freedoms which they 
had gained over nearly five centuries. Their ways 
of life changed. Large numbers of the Romans de­ 
voted their lives to military affairs; in time, for­ 
eigners were attracted to fill the constant and en­ 
larging military requirements. 
The army con­ 
sumed the revenue of the state and the veterans 
and foreigners began to dominate the politics of 
the country. 
The final problem of Rome was to hold the. 
boundaries of Germany and Persia. 
In time, the 
Germans broke through. 
All this and more, George Washington knew 
and understood. He had, with great hardship and 
travail, founded a republic on the western shore 
of the Atlantic Ocean. His fellow countrymen had 
honored him by making him its first President. He 
could have been King. He had controlled the army 
and he might have used it in his own interest. He 
chose that the United States should be a republic. 
He chose to remain its President only for two 
terms. 
He .lived by a w ritten Constitution to 
which he adhered without by-passes or shortcuts. 
He knew the dangers of ambition; he feared 
that the day could come when his United States 
would not be a small country, when freedom would 
produce power; he understood from history that 
power tends to expand until it explodes, until it 
destroys itself. 
One throws his mind back to the days when 
Washington. Jefferson, Hamilton, Madison, Jay, 
John Marshall, might have sat, perhaps in one 
room, discussing their country. 
They could hav% 
wondered what their country would be like, a cen­ 
tury, 
two centuries hence. 
There were about 
4,000,000 people in the United States when Wash­ 
ington was President. The country was still small. 
In Canada were the unfriendly British and un­ 
friendly Tories who had opposed the Revolution. 
To the south and w£st were the Spanish and the 
French. 
Would these enemies in time overcome 
the new state? Would the Republic be destroyed? 
He had to retain Englishmen. Scotsmen, Irish­ 
men. 
Germans 
(of various 
kinds). Frenchmen, 
Dutchmen, Swedes, all sorts of people to be Ameri­ 
cans. 
His task was to make tho word. American, 
loved 
and revered. These his worlds might be 
pondered well today: 
" . . . The name of American, which belongs 
to you in your national capacity, must always exalt 
the just pride of patriotism more than any appel­ 
lation derived from local discriminations. 
With 
slight shades of difference, you have the same re­ 
ligion. manners, habits, and political principles. 
You have in a common cause fought and triumphed 
together. 
The independence and liberty you pos­ 
sess are the work of joint councils and joint efforts, 
of common dangers, sufferings, and successes.? 
He feared th at Presidents and other officials. 
as they gained power, would seek to expand it in 
their private interest. 
On this subject, he .said; 
’’. . . If in the opinion of the people the dis­ 
tribution or modification of the constitutional pow­ 
ers be in any particular wrong, let it be corrected 
by an amendment in the way which th e Constitu­ 
tion designates. 
But let there be no change by 
usurpation; for though this in one instance may be

EMOTION ALLT CONDITIONED ILLNESS 
When an individual has a reputation for “en­ 
joying” an illness so that he can obtain sympathy 
and be relieved of responsibility, it is naturally 
hard on him when he gets a real of organic illness. 
W h a tia not given sufficient consideration is that 
these individuals, because they are emotional and 
easily upset, may actually bring a real or organic 
ailm ent'on themselves. 
In The Journal of the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation, Dr. Marc J. Muster, Department of In­ 
ternal Medicine, University of Wisconsin School of 
Medicine, states that a method of early diagnosis of 
emotionally conditioned illness is needed. 
“It is now generally accepted that disturbances 
in the emotional life of an individual may be fre­ 
quent and important factors in the development 
and progress of bodily disease manifested not only 
in physiological (functional) but also in structural 
disease (organic because there is a change in the 
structure of an organ). A growing recognition of 
the widespread prevalence of emotionally condi­ 
tioned illnesses and a realization of the devastating 
effects of psychosomatic (emotions affecting the 
body’s actions) ailments have made it clear to 
every physician that the emotional causes for dis­ 
ease must be given the same conscientious consid­ 
eration as other causes.” 
The difficulty in diagnosing and treating,an ill­ 
ness caused by the emotions is that the patient 
may present clearcut symptoms which he knows 
have occurred or are occurring but is quite unaware 
of any feelings of excessive anxiety, tension or 
emotional instability. 
A group of 300 patients suffering from early 
psychomatic illnesses have been studied to deter­ 
mine the common and im portant somatic (body) 
symptoms which were closely associated with the 
development of their emotional disorder, symptoms 
which by their very presence might suggest the 
possibility of an underlying emotional disorder. 
The most common symptoms in the group were 
weakness, physical and mental, early fatigue. 
These symptoms are difficult to explain in an ap­ 
parently sound individual but they were really 
present. 
In genera], the psychosomatic patient who is 
tired or weak is so because he is tense, disinter­ 
ested, bored, unwilling or frustrated in obtaining 
his goals. 
These patients need assistance In resolving 
their emotional problems rather than for a mild 
anemia, a vitamin deficiency or the menopause. 
When these complaints are present, a thorough 
examination of the life situation and personality is 
necessary.

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WASHINGTON SET HIGH MARK 
In George Washington one feels pre­ 
eminently a sense of dedication—to his 
country and to freedom. He was, in short, 
a statesman. Perhaps it was easier to be a 
statesman in his time than now. For all the 
problems that beset an infant nation, neither 
Washington nor any of the other founding 
fathers knew the sort of complexities and 
varied pressures which ply upon the public 
of today. 
Possibly Washington and his towering 
associates in government would have been 
as troubled and confused by the events of 
this age as are our present leaders. Maybe 
unsuspected 
frailties 
would 
have 
been 
exposed, and their stature in history less­ 
ened. But the verdict of the ablest and most 
understanding historians is otherwise. With 
virtually no exception, they feel that Wash­ 
ington and Jefferson, Hamilton, Madison and 
John Adams were men whose greatness 
would have been apparent at any stage. 
They are awed at the fortunate circumstance 
which placed them together on the Ameri­ 
can scene at so critical a moment in the 
nation’s life. 
They—and we—can only feel regret that 
men of such measure are not more numer­ 
ous among today’s public figures. Rare is 
the dedication which led a man like the late 
Senator Vandenberg, a few’ months before 
his death, to wTite a friend in Washington: 
“How I would love to get back there to make 
one more fight for the next generation 
instead of the next election.” 
Nowadays the feeling seems to be that 
there is no escape from what are termed the 
political realties, which usually comprise 
all those things that can damage the can­ 
didacy of any politician facing the polls. 
A man who has espoused a particular 
cause on principle for several years may 
suddenly do an about-face when he learns 
this attitude imperils his re-election. He 
convinces himself he is more important to 
his country in Congress than out, no matter 
what has happened to his principles. 
There is a too easy yielding to the nation 
that the practical political approach deter­ 
mines all, that whole-hearted service to 
ideals of public conduct spells political death. 
When that kind of thinking is widespread 
you get government of a caliber that reflects 
submission to expediency. That is the type of 
government we have today. On any chart 
depicting range of quality in this field, what 
we have in this time would be at the oppo­ 
site end of the scale from the government 
Washington and his brilliant colleagues 
provided. 
Washington set a high standard at the 
start. No one conceives that we should 
match that continuously. But it would be 
heartening if there were more evidence now 
of a determination to try. 


GREATEST AMERICAN 
George Washington is the only American 
who, when not a president, has been unani­ 
mously accepted as the first man in the coun­ 
try. His unopposed choice as president of 
the Constitutional Convention and his two 
unanimous elections as president set him on 
a pinnacle which no one else has reached. 
Lincoln would have done so, had he lived 
after his presidency. Jefferson and Jackson, 
accepted by most as the greatest men of 
their age, still had opponents who regis­ 
tered their dissent. In the North, John 
Quincy Adams was undisputedly regarded as 
our greatest man in the years between his 
own death and that of Jackson. The South, 
disapproving of Adams’ fight for the.free 
reception by Congress of petitions against 
slavery, might have held a different view. 
Since that time a century ago no Ameri­ 
can has been unanimously acclaimed the 
greatest of them all. There were other great 
ones, but certainly in our day Washington’s 
record has not been touched.

WASHINGTON’S FORESIGHT 
The Roman Republic lasted less than 500 years. 
It was not too long a period but an amazingly 
productive one. 
It was during the Republic that 
the little town of seven hills on the Tiber grew 
into an empire that dominated the then known 
world. 
& 
Caesar had involved Rome in the affairs of aFl 
nations so that Rome became not the capital IB 
the Roman State but of a world empire. The bur­ 
dens of empire became so great that to meet them, 
the Romans lost many of the freedoms which they 
had gained over nearly five centuries. Their ways 
of life changed. Large numbers of the Romans de­ 
voted their lives to military affairs; in time, for­ 
eigners were attracted to fill the constant and en­ 
larging military requirements. 
The army con­ 
sumed the revenue of the state and the veterans 
and toreigners began to dominate the politics of 
the country. 
, 
The final problem of Rome was to hold thew 
boundaries of Germany and Persia. 
In time, the 
Germans broke through. 
All this and more, George Washington knew 
and understood. 
He had, with great hardship and 
travail, founded a republic on the western shore 
of the Atlantic Ocean. His fellow countrymen had 
honored him by making him its first President. He 
could have been King. He had controlled the army 
and he might have used it in his own interest. He 
chose that the United States should be a republic. 
He chbse to remain its President only for two 
terms. 
He lived by a written Constitution to 
which he adhered without by-passes or shortcuts. 
He knew the dangers of ambition; he feared 
that the day could come when his United States 
would not be h small country, when freedom would 
produce power; he understood from history that 
power tends to expand until it explodes, until it 
destroys itself. 
One throws his mind back to the days when 
Washington, Jefferson, Hamilton, Madison, Jay, 
John Marshall, might have sat, perhaps in one 
room, discussing their country. 
They could hav% 
wondered what their country would be like, a cen­ 
tury, two centuries hence. 
There were about 
4,000,000 peoplu in the United States when Wash­ 
ington was President. The country was still small. 
In Canada were the unfriendly British and un­ 
friendly Tories who had opposed the Revolution. 
To the south and wést were the Spanish and the 
French. 
Would these enemies in time overcome 
the new state? Would the Republic Ik* destroyed? 
He had to retain Englishmen, Scotsmen, Irish­ 
men. Germans 
(of various kinds). Frenchmen, 
Dutchmen, Swedes, all sorts of people to be Ameri­ 
cans. 
His task was to make the word, American, 
loved and revered. 
These his worlds might be 
pondered well today: 
*'. . . The name of American, which belongs 
to you in your national capacity, must always exalt 
the just pride of patriotism more than any appel­ 
lation derived from local discriminations. 
With 
slight shades of difference, you have the same re­ 
ligion, manners, habits, and political principles. 
You have in a common cause fought and triumphed 
together. 
The Independence and libbrty you pos­ 
sess are the work of joint councils and Joint efforts, 
of common dangers, sufferings, and successes." 
He feared that Presidents and other officials, 
as they gained power, would seek to expand it in 
their private interest. 
On this subject, he Jtaid: 
". . . If in the opinion of the people the dis­ 
tribution or modification of the constitutional pow­ 
ers be in any particular wrong, let it be corrected 
by an amendment in the way which the Constitu­ 
tion designates. 
But let there be no change by 
usurpation; for though this in one instance may.be 
the instrument of. God. it is the ou$|ór$»ry 
by which free governments are - destroyed. 
The 
precedent must always greatly overbalance in per­ 
manent evil any partial or transirA t benefit which 
the use can at any time yield." 
And as long as we are quoting from his "Fare­ 
well Address," we might bring to the discus 
our 
current 
fiscal 
policies 
which 
Washing 
seemed to have foreseen so clearly: 
"As a very important source of strength and 
security, cherish public credit. One method of pre­ 
serving it is to use it as sparingly as possible, 
avoiding occasions of expanse by cultivating peace, 
but remembering also that timely disbursements to 
prepare for danger frequently prevent much great­ 
er disbursements to repel it; avoiding likewise the 
accumulation of debt, not only by sunning occasions 
of expense, but by vigorous exertions in time of 
peace to discharge the debts which unavoidable 
wars have occasioned, not ungenerously throwing 
upon posterity the burden which we ourselves 
ought to bear. . . . ”

EMOTIONALLY CONDITIONED ILLNESS 
When an individual has a reputation for "en­ 
joying" an illness so that he can obtain sympathy 
and be relieved of responsibility, it is naturally 
hard on him when he gets a real or organic illness. 
What is not given sufficient consideration is that 
these individuals, because they are emotional and 
easily upset, may actually bring a real or organic 
ailment on themselves. 
In The Journal -of the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation, Dr. Marc J. Musser, Department of In­ 
ternal Medicine, University of Wisconsin School of 
Medicine, states that a method of early diagnosis of 
emotionally conditioned illness is needed. 
"It is now generally accepted that disturbances 
in the emotional life of an individual may be fre­ 
quent and important factors in the development 
and progress of bodily disease manifested not only 
in physiological (functional) but also in structural 
disease (organic because there is a change in the 
structure of an organ). A growing recognition of 
the widespread prevalence of emotionally condi­ 
tioned illnesses and a realization of the devastating 
effects of psychosomatic (emotions affecting the 
body’s actions) ailments have made it clear to 
every physician that the emotional causes for dis­ 
ease must be given the same conscientious consid­ 
eration as other causes." 
The difficulty in diagnosing and treating, an ill­ 
ness caused by the emotions is that the patient, 
may present clearcut symptoms which he knows 
have occurred or are occurring but is quite unaware 
of any feelings of excessive anxiety, tension or 
emotional instability. 
A group of 300 patients suffering from early 
psychomatic illnesses have been studied to deter­ 
mine the common and important somatic (body) 
symptoms which were closely associated with the 
development of their emotional disorder, symptoms 
which by their very presence might suggest the 
possibility of an underlying emotional disorder. 
The most common symptoms in the group were 
weakness, physical and mental, early fatigue. 
These symptoms are difficult to explain in an ap­ 
parently sound individual but they were really 
present. 
In general, the psychosomatic patient who is 
tired or weak is so because he is tense, disinter­ 
ested, bored, unwilling or frustrated in obtaining 
his goals. 
These patients need assistance in resolving 
their emotional problems rather than for a mild 
anemia, a vitamin deficiency or the menopause. 
When these complaints are present, a thorough 
examination of the life situation and personality is 
necessary.

Washington, Feb. 22 — When 
Senator Taft said the other day 
that he had no confidence in "the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, the remark 
occasioned a good deal of specu­ 
lation as to jii6t what the Ohio 
senator had in mind. 
Did he mean that he didn’t trust 
the military ability of the mem­ 
bers of the joint chiefs, or was he 
attacking 
the 
existing 
system 
whereby the military judgment of | 
the%p men may be subordinated to 
administration pressure and poli­ 
tical demands? 
It develops that what tm? sen­ 
ator had in mind is related to 
some official testimony given in 
March 1950 before a Senate sub­ 
committee on appropriations. Gen­ 
eral Bradley, as chairman of the 
joint chiefs, was ¿testifying on the 
military budget of about $13,000- 
000,000 and was saying: 
"I emphasized . . . that the 
eventual sfrength of our country 
depends upon its industrial capa­ 
city. We must not destroy that 
by spending too much from year 
to year. So if we came here and 
recommended to you a $30,000- 
000,000 or $40.000,000,000 budgét 
for defense, I think we would bo 
doing a disservice and that maybe I 
you should get a new chairman of j 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff if I were 
the one who did that." 
Mr. Taft’s view is that this very 
testimony was given to Congress j 
less than two years ago and that 
either the Joint Chiefs of Staff i 
did not know what to recommend j 
for the defense of the United 
States and for carrying out its 
obligations, or else they failed to 
exercise their own judgment and 
eatered to some other judgment. 
It is the Ohio senator’s posi­ 
tion that the joint chiefs failed to 
prepare for the Korean emer-1 
geney. 
But 
the testimony also 
shows the following colloquy be- j 
tween Senator Wherry of Nebras> 
ka and General Bradley: 
"Senator Wherry: This figure 
of 13.1 billion dollars came down 
as a directive from the President, 
did it not?" 
"General Bradley: Yes, sir; be­ 
cause every year, as you know j 
better than I, the President, in 
making up the total, over-all bud­ 
get which he submits to the Con- j 
gross, gives to each department 
i the amount which they can figure 
on. Our planning is based on those 
figures." 
What Senator Taft is asking, 
in effect, is why the joint chiefs, 


j who are .known to have recom- j 
mended a much higher budget j 
that year, did not make known 
their views to Congress and let 
the country know that they felt 
a bigger budget was necessary, i 
Otherwise, 
by 
acquiescing th ey ; 
were risking the safety of Ameri- ¡ 
can military forces.

Senator Maybank of South Car­ 
olina, Democrat, made somewhat 
the same point when he argued 
for a 70-group air force. 
"If we could afford it,” said 
General Bradley, "I do wish that 
we had some more 
(air force 
strength).’’ 
"General," replied Senator May­ 
bank, "it is not a question of af­ 
fording it. If the military really 
believes that it is necessary, that 
is a different story." 
Earlier in the same hearings, 
Senator Knowland of California 
raised the Korean issue. He said 
he had been talking with General 
Roberts of the American Military 
Mission and there was a confi­ 
dence the South Koreans could 
give a good account of themselves 
"as against any indigenous inva­ 
sion from the north by Koreans 
alone." 
The 
California 
senator 
then added: 
"Of course, it is a $64 question 
as to what would happen if the 
Chinese Communists were to move 
m aterial and manpower to rein­ 
force the North Koreans." 
Mr. Knowland proceeded to out­ 
line the Communist strength in 
Asia and referred to a published 
estimate 
of Soviet 
Union 
and 
satellite forces in the Far East of 
5,235,000 men, whereas the non- 
Communist forces were believed 
to number 
only 
1,315,000. 
"In 
other words,” he remarked, "It is 
about a 4-to-l 
ratio.’1 
The California senator sought 
to draw from General Bradley 
some idea as to what America 
could do in a military way in the 
Far East in case of an emergency 
and asked if the members of the 
joint chiefs, who had just been 
out to the Far East, had gone to 
Korea. The general said they had 
not. 
The question naturally arises as 
to what preparations the joint 
chiefs made for the defense of 
American interests in the Far 
East. Senator Taft holds that the 
joint chiefs failed. The answer 
they probably would make is that 
the President didn’t allow them 
adequate funds. And the answer 
to that point is that the joint 
chiefs of staff are the top military 
command. Its members are not 
supposed to be economists or ex­ 
perts on 
the 
capacity of 
the 
citizens to pay taxes or on the dis­ 
bursements for social welfare on 
which the administration may pre­ 
fer to spend its money instead of 
on national defense. 
. The Ohio senator has made a 
striking point—unless the joint 
chiefs 
are prepared to render 
military judgment and to give to 
the country and particularly 
to 
Congress their judgment as to 
what must be spent for the safety 
of the nation and the protection 
of its interests abroad, there can 
be no confidence in the judgment 
of such a joint chiefs of staff.

The office of ’general’ under the present form of gov- under lock and key or deported 
ernment was first established by section 9 of the act approved 3 March into the custody of the m asters of 
1799, while Washington was holding the office of commander with the Kremlin 
rank of lieutenant general, and which provided ‘that a commander of 
the Army of the United States shall be appointed and commissioned 
by the style of general of the armies of the United States’; and the 
present office and title of lieutenant general shall thereafter be abol­ 
ished. While the purpose of this legislation was undoubtedly to confer 
the title of general upon Washington, no record has been found in . ever bo achieved, 
thii office to show that the appointment was ever made."

Stassen, bidding for the GOP > 
presidential. 
nomination, 
spoke 
last night at a National Republi­ 
can Club dinner. 
The former Minnesota gover­ 
nor, now president of the Univer­ 
sity of Pennsylvania, said a tele­ 
gram he sent last Monday asked 
McGrath if "persistent confiden­ 
tial reports” were true that he 
had become a millionaire during 
the years of his public office hold­ 
ing. 
Asks Principal Sources 
Stassen said the telegram also 
said: 
“If it ia true. I further ask for 
a general description of the prin­ 
cipal sources of your new wealth 
during these years.” 
Saying he had received no an­ 
swer from McGrath, Stassen add­ 
ed: 
“I therefore ask that an imme­ 
diate congressional investigation 
be launched inquiring thoroughly 
into the accumulated wealth of 
the 
attorney 
general 
and 
the 
source thereof.” 
McGrath became governor of 
Rhode Island in 1940. 
Later, he 
was U. S. solicitor general and 
U. S. senator from Rhode Island. 
He became attorney general in 
1949. 
He also has served as Demo­ 
cratic national chairman. 
The National Republican Club, 
which Stassen addressed, has a 
membership predominantly from 
the New York metropolitan area.

McGrath if “persistent confiden­ 
tial reports” were true that he 
had become a m illionaire during 
the years of his public office hold­ 
ing. 
Asks Principal Sources 
Stassen said the telegram also 
said: 
“If it is true, I further ask for 
a general description of the prin­ 
cipal sources of your new wealth 
during these years.” 
Saying he had received no an­ 
swer from McGrath, Stassen add­ 
ed:

into the accumulated wealth of

The governor said 78 of the 
state’s 99 defense units had filed 
“satisfactory plans for the com­ 
plete organization of civil de­ 
fense.” 
Of the 78 units, 33 are 
cities and 45 are counties. 
He said 13 other cities and 
counties were “coming along sat­ 
isfactorily” and would meet their 
target dates. 
These satisfactory plans mean 
Civilian Defense frameworks have 
been set up. Dewey said, but it 
“does not. by any means, mean 
the organizations have enough vol­ 
unteer workers.” 
The Defense Council approved 
New York city’s 15-million-dollar 
subway bomb shelter program. 
Dewey said the city was pre­ 
pared to put up $3,375,000 as its 
share of the cost, but that the 
project was being held up because 
Congress had not appropriated 
anv federal funds. 
The New York city program 
calls for reinforcement of subway 
tunnels and construction of en­ 
trance and exit ramps. The work 
would be done near Times Square 
and City Hall In Manhattan and 
near Borough Hall in Brooklyn.

Bosco Is Released 
On Bail of $2^0 


Three men arrested when a 
huge still was seized near Tan­ 
nersville on Thursday were freed 
on bail last night to await f a ­ 
ther order of the U. S. Distinct 
Court. 
Martin F. Comeau, U. S. Com­ 
missioner at Kingston, set bail at 
$2,500 for Joseph Bosco, 48, of Ul­ 
ster Landing, and $1,000 each for 
Bennie Philip Scarcella, 30, and 
Joseph Paris!, 30 both of Brook­ 
lyn. 
The three waived a hearing 
when tijey were brough^ before 
Commissioner Comeau at his of­ 
fices in this city. All were charged 
with possession of a still and non- 
tax-paid alcohol, violations of the 
Internal Revenue Code. 
Following 
arraignment 
early 
Thursday afternoon, the trio was 
taken to the Ulster county jail 
here, where they were kept in 
custody until last evening, when 


a bondsman posted the necessary 
bail. 
Bosco's mail address was listed 
on jailor’s records as Route 3, Box 
285, Saugerties. He and Scarcella 
listed their occupations as labor­ 
ers, and Paris! listed himself as a 
truck driver. All said they were 
not employed. Bosco’s record, as 
he was booked at the jail disclosed 
two previous convictions on the 
same charges. 
Thursday’s raid was conducted 
by agents of the Federal Alcohol 
and Tobacco Tax Unit with the 
assistance of state police and the 
Greene county 
sheriff’s depart­ 
ment. The ATU agents said they 
found 29,215 gallons of mash in 
five vats. They said the still had 
a production of capacity of 1,- 
000 gallons a day and was one of 
the largest seizures in recent 
years. 
Bosco and Scarcella 
were de­ 
scribed by ATU men as operators 
of the still, and Parisi was iden­ 
tified as a truck driver.

Dr. Sutton, who was born on 
a Georgia plantation, attended a 
one-room school, rode horseback 
16 miles a day to gain his high 
school education and worked his 
way through college and universi­ 
ties to become one of the nation’s 
greatest educators, has been hon­ 
ored by the presidency of the Na­ 
tional 
Educational 
Association 
and many colleges and universi­ 
ties have bestowed upon him de­ 
grees. 
His unioue success in the field 
of education can be readily un­ 
derstood after listening to his 
easy humor and eloquent intelli­ 
gence as contained in one address 
such as was given Thursday eve** 
ning to a capacity crowd at Beth­ 
any Chapel hall to some 300 men. 
Dr. Sutton, superintendent em­ 
eritus of the Atlanta. Ga., public 
schools, and past president of the 
National Education Association. 
is a former guest lecturer for The 
Readers* Digest and bears the 
reputation of having appeared be­ 
fore more audiences than any 
other living man now on the lec­ 
ture platform. 
Topic of Address 
His topic Thursday evening was 
“Education — the Foundation of 
Business” and within that topic he 
brought together the relationship 
of good business aftd prosperity 
with good education and good re­ 
ligion. 
Education without religion can­ 
not rise to its greatest height nor 
can business reach its greatest po­ 
tentiality without education. As 
education expands, so docs busi­ 
ness expand and he proceeded in 
simple 
illustrations 
to 
demon­ 
strate that point. 
Uneducated people do not read. 
People who do not read cannot 
participate fully in cojnmunitv ac­ 
tivity. A community which is in­ 
active is not fully developing its 
business potential and therefore. 
he pointed out. in simple manner, 
the relationship of education and 
business is easily traced. This 
problem in a community can be­ 
come a national or even a world 
problem. Dr. Sutton pointed out 
that as education advances, busi­ 
ness prospers and he cited figures 
from surveys to prove his point. 
Known aa Leader 
Dr. 
Sutton 
has 
long 
been 
known as a leader in educational 
life of the nation, an educator 
who combines faith in God with 
faith in man. and during his talk 
Thursday night he emphasized the 


fundamental importance of edu­ 
cation and church and their place 
in the building of a stronger econ­ 
omy. He presented prosperity of 
a community, a state, a nation or 
the world as a by-product of good 
education and he cited figures to 
indicate that as education ex­ 
panded so did the economy of that 
particular area. 
Referring to Kingston and its 
historical liackground he said that 
the foundation of the community 
was in the church, and that the 
Dutchmen who founded the city 
so many years ago possessed a 
“moral basis*’ which few others 
can boast. 
Uses Georgia aa Example 
Citing his own state of Georgia 
as an example he said 18'; of the 
people were illiterate. Spending 
capacity is lowered by illiteracy 
and 
lack 
of 
spending 
ability 
lowers the ability of business to 
prosper and grow. In Atlanta in 
1923 he said there were many who 
were unable to read and write. 
He sponsored a program of wider 
education through larger expendi­ 
tures of public funds for educa­ 
tion. This theory was then a t­ 
tacked and his proposal to spend 
large sums for better education 
met with opposition until he had 
advanced his plan that better edu­ 
cation 
would 
produce 
greater 
prosperity and the moneys ex­ 
pended for education would be 
returned many fold. The plan was 
adopted and there has been a 
great expansion of business until 
today Atlanta is known as the 
“New York city of the South.” 
Citing results of a survey Dr.

Observing the 30th anniversary 
of its organization and the 27th 
annual 
Washington's 
birthday 
dinner, the Men’s Club of the 
First Reformed Church Thursday 
evening had as its guest speaker 
Dr. Willis Anderson Sutton, who 
for 23 years served as superin­ 
tendent of schools of Atlanta, Ga. 
Dr. Sutton, who was born on 
a Georgia plantation, attended a 
one-room school, rode horseback 
16 miles a day to gam his high 
school education and worked his 
way through college and universi­ 
ties to become one of the nation’s 
greatest educators, has been hon­ 
ored by the presidency of the Na­ 
tional 
Educational 
Association 
and many colleges and universi­ 
ties have bestowed upon him de­ 
grees. 
His unioue success in the field 
of education can be readily un­ 
derstood after listening to his 
easy humor and eloquent intelli­ 
gence as contained in one address 
such as was given Thursday eve-* 
ning to a capacity crowd at Beth­ 
any Chapel hall to some 300 men. 
Dr. Sutton, superintendent em­ 
eritus of the Atlanta, Ga., public 
schools, and past president of the 
National Education Association, 
is a former guest lecturer for The 
Readers’ Digest and bears the 
reputation of having appeared be­ 
fore more audiences than any j 
other living man now on the lec­ 
ture platform. 
Topic of Address 
His topic Thursday evening was 
"Education —• the Foundation of 
Business" and within that topic he 
brought together the relationship 
of good business aftd prosperity 
with good education and good re­ 
ligion. 
Education without religion can­ 
not rise to its greatest height nor 
can business reach its greatest po­ 
tentiality without education. As 
education expands, so docs busi­ 
ness expand and he proceeded in 
simple 
illustrations 
to 
demon­ 
strate that point. 
Uneducated people do not read. 
People who do not read cannot 
participate fully in cojnmunity ac­ 
tivity. A community which is in­ 
active is not fully developing its 
business potential and therefore, 
he pointed out. in simple manner, 
the relationship of education and 
business is easily traced. This 
problem in a community can be­ 
come a national or even a world 
problem. Dr. Sutton pointed out 
that as education advances, busi­ 
ness prospers and he cited figures 
from surveys to prove his point. 
Known a* Leader 
Dr. 
Sutton 
has 
long 
been 
known as a leader in educational 
life of the nation, an educator 
who combines faith in God with 
faith in man. and during his talk 
Thursday night he emphasized the 


fundamental importance of edu­ 
cation and church and their place 
in the building of a stronger econ­ 
omy. Ho presented prosperity of 
a community, a state, a nation or 
the world as a by-product of good 
education and he cited figures to 
indicate that as education ex­ 
panded so did the economy of that 
particular area. 
Referring to Kingston and its 
historical background ho said that 
the foundation of the community 
was in the church, and that the 
Dutchmen who founded the city i 
so many years ago possessed a 
"moral basis" which few others 
can boast. 
Uses Georgia as Example 
Citing his own state of Georgia ¡ 
as an example he said 18% of the: 
people were illiterate. Spending1 
capacity is lowered by illiteracy ¡ 
and 
lack 
of 
spending 
ability j 
lowers the ability of business to 
prosper and grow. In Atlanta in 
1923 he said there were many who { 
were unable to read and write. I 
He sponsored a program of wider ¡ 
education through larger expendi­ 
tures of public funds for educa­ 
tion. This theory was then a t­ 
tacked and his proposal to spend 
large sums for better education 
met with opposition until he had I 
advanced his plan that hotter edu­ 
cation 
would 
produce 
greater 
prosperity and the moneys ex­ 
pended for education would be 
returned many fold. The plan was 
adopted and there has been a 
great expansion of business until 
today Atlanta is known as the 
"New York city of the South." 
j 
Citing results of a survey Dr. 


Sutton said it had been repeatedly 
shown that as education grew so 
did prosperity. 
Cheap Labor Not Reason 
Cheap labor was not the reason 
business has moved south, said 
the speaker. It was education that 
brought industry lrom New Eng­ 
land to the south. Education had 
given the people of the south an 
opportunity 
to 
become 
better 
workmen and as they became bet­ 
ter educate^and better workmen 
in the south business had expand­ 
ed and new industry had come in. 
As >ou educate people to use new 
articles, demand grows. As de­ 
mand grows jobs are created and 
in turn income is increased and a 
better standard of life is bound 
to follow. People, who are not 
educated to the point where they 
wi.nt an article create no demand 
and hamper growth of prosperity. 
Educate those people and they 
immediately begin to demand bet­ 
ter things and increased business 
muft follow. 
"Education is the barometer of 
business," and Dr. Sutton pointed 
out that where public education 
and public health rises so does the 
level of business. 
Raise the educational standards 
of 
the 
1,250,000 
Negroes 
in 
Georgia and you can add 50 per 
cent to the wealth of the state. 
Dr. Sutton has always been in­ 
terested in helping to ¿olvo the 
Negro problem in the south. 
At one point in his address Dr. 
Sutton attacked the people of the 
United States for their lack of 
ability to give credit. 
He said 
while America was "moulded from 
the best of all nations” we fail to 
give those nations the credit hut 
claim it all to ourselves. 
"Give 
credit to those from whom it 
comes,” he urged and said "take 
away all that the Dutch gave this 


country and we would be lacking 
much.” 
Places Education First 
Many place, religion first and 
education second. Dr. Sutton said 
he would rather place education 
first and religion second for with­ 
out education there would be no 
“preacher.” 
"Teaching 
is 
the 
greatest foundation of the church,” 
he said, and let there be greater 
education and the pews of the 
churches would be filled. 
How­ 
ever he said that all would be 
"chaos and confusion if life were 
not founded on a moral principle.” 
It was the gleam of knowledge 
that started the cave man on his 
way to better living, better busi­ 
ness and better prosperity. 
Dr. Sutton said that figures had 
been 
compiled 
which 
indicated 
persons 
of 
high 
school 
level 
earned froom $48,000 to $50,000 
more in a lifetime than did those 
of grade school level. 
Multiply 
this by the millions of people in 
! the United States and he said 
: there was great business poten­ 
tiality in better education. 
Education brings about a desire 
of better things and produces a 
better ability to earn the means 
; of acquiring these things. This 


j idea "rolls up and multiplies” and 
can produce great results said 
Sutton. 
With greater education in the 
I churches and in the country there 
is no limit to what can be done 
i .in the United States and through­ 
out the world, was his opinion. 
"A man who has average ability 
! and* takes advantage of it can 
influence the world in one short 
lifetime” was the message he left 
with his audience and all this can 
be 
accomplished 
through 
the 
church and through better edu­ 
cation. 
President Herbert C. Fister pre­ 
sided and on behalf of the Men’s 
Club welcomed the guests. Mayor 
Oscar V. Newkirk was introduced 
and Mr. Fister prior tc the pre­ 
senting of the guest speaker by 
Superintendent of Schools Arthur 
J. Laidlaw, awarded a life mem­ 
bership card to B. C. Van Ingen, 
former superintendent of schools 
of Kingston, who served as the 
first president of the Men’s Club 
back in 1922 when it was formed.
